The Hon. John Wesley Gaines, tho Tennessee Thunder- 
bird, is pouncing on the Octopus again. He has introduced 
into the House of Representatives a bill excluding from the Use 
of mails for any purpose of their business any tirm. association, 
corporation or persons •'associated or combined for any. either 
or all" of certain nefarious object- enumerated in the bill. 

First, "to ■holfah, abridge, or in any wise affect open and 
free competition in trade or exclude rivalry between the pat- 
ties thereto," etc. Thus, if two storekeeper* in Christian coun- 
ty, Tenn.. go into partnership, the rural delivery carrier can't 
take their mail, at least until he has read it. 

Second, "to create or promote any restrictions in trade or 
commerce, or to limit or restrict production of any article or 
commodity of trade unduly to affect the market." What be- 
comes of tho associations of cotton planters and farmers, who 
are trying to conihine for the restriction of production I 

Third, "to affect the wages of employees of themselves or 
others," etc. What becomes of the lalwr unions? 

Fourth, 'to diminish the product of labor and skill in or- 
der to increase the price thereof." Once more, what becomes 
of the lebor unions I 

Fifth, "to create monopoly of do that which tends there 
to." Had for an inventor who irots capitalists to back his 
patent. 

Hut we have followed far enough in the tracks of the 
Thunderbird. The penalty for violation of this entertaining 

act is a line of not less than*:.. and imprisonment for not 

lasa than a year. Grand juries are to have "inquisitorial 
powers to impiirc into violations of this act."

It la the Standard I *-d In All Oar 
Weather ||MM Hiallona. 

Wh«-n we read a report from any of 
the 100 regular weather bureau sta- 
tions throughout our land bringing the 
Information that a rainstorm, a tor- 
nado or some other metcorologh -a I phe- 
began at a certain hour we 
that the hour men- 
tioned refers to the time nt the place 
where the observation was made. The 
hour given Is the exact New Yol k time, 
for every clock at the regular weutlier 
bureau stations all over the land la set 
to the seventy tilth meridian, or eust- 
ern standard time, which is exactly 
Ave hours behind Crcenwleli time. 

Only this standard of time Is used 
lu the text of the Monthly Weather 
ROY lew, aud all weather blirea I ob- 
servers aw ie.|iilr«tl to record observa- 
tions by It. I lie rcusou for this is tkuit 
the best scientific deductions rroin the 
weather reports must be baaed upon 
the conditions of the atmosphere exist- 
ing simultaneously in differ, nt parts 
of the country. 

It would la- very ludicrous if all the 
hundreds of reports sent daily had to 
be changed at the central otllce in 
Washington from local to eastern tine-, 
and so all the regular observers are re- 
quired to use the New York, or eastern 
time, in making their reports. 

Then- are many volunteer observers 
and newspaper eorroapoodenta who in 
reporting weather phenomena use oth- 
er standards of time. If the weather 
bureau has occasion to use their re- 
porta the time Is often corrected to 
agree with the eastern standard or the 
local standard 1 is mentioned. — Detroit 
I'ree I'ress.
